Thursday, Oct. 10. 


That's only part 


Here's the general picture. It re- 
volves around the date of June 30. 


Until June 30 restaurants were 


not supposed to rharyo more for 
meala than the}' had charged In 
April. 1943. 


OPA had ordered It that way In 


order to keep restaurant 
prices 


down. 


But June 30 came and on that 


day congress let OPA die. Right 
there all price controls on every- 
thing, including restaurant meals, 
died, too. 


Price controls were off on ev- 


erything until late in July when 
congress, passing a new price con- 
trol law, brought OPA back to 
life. 


But congress had made some 


changes. 
Because of the way the 


new law was written, not every- 
thing that had been under price 
control June 30 had to go back un> 
der ceilings. 


Not Under Controls. 


For example: Poultry and eggs 


no longer weie under price con- 
trols. 
And fish, which had not 


been under ceilings June 30, re- 
mained freo of ceilings.

agreement was "one decision, one 
agreement" which "no part can be 
separated from the whole." 


"A just solution of the problem 


of Trieste and the frontier be-

said "is the keynote of the peac* 
treaty." 


"Unless this statutt becomes op- 
erative," the senator warned, "our 
obligations toward the population 
of Tricjte cannot be discharged. 
"The city must be founded on 
democratic principles. It must bo

.icd that It can have a life of its 
own, 
free from outside influences, 


from any one power or group of 
cowers."

The feud-torn supreme court, ful'y 
manned for the first time In more 
than , a year, opened a potentially- 
historic new term today. 


Justice Black and Justice Jack- 
ion, 'principals in an Inner court 
low that Jackson has termed no 
"mere personal vendetta," did not 
look directly at each other. 
They 
lit four chairs apart in the places 
assigned to them by custom. 


Mrs. Harry Truman, wife of the 
president, and Mr*. Fred M. Vln- 
son, wife of the new chief justice, 
were among a large group 
of 


friends and high government offi- 
cials who witnessed the brief cere- 
mony. 
Vinson, who sat for the first 
time in the chair of the chief jus- 
tice, in the center of the high ma- 
hogany 
bench, stumbled 
almost 


Imperceptibly as his foot touched 
the first step to the bench. Jus- 
tice Black touched hi* arm, as If 
to help htm, but Vlnson recovered 
himself quickly and did not lose 
balance.
